MANY PEOPLE DROPPING DEAD 
FROM HEAT 
‘Hundreds of Homes Burned—Miles of 
Grain and Droves of Cattle and Sheep 


Destroyed—Hurrictne Spreads Death 
and Destruction in New Britain. 


THE NEW ASSOCIATED 
SEATTLE, Jan. 2%.—A special to the 
Times from Vancouver, BD. C., says the 
destruction by bush fires in Australia, 
according to mail advices by steam- 
ship Acrangi, have been appalling. 
While many pcople are dropping de2d 
from heat apoplexy, the thermometer 
running up to 115 afd 120 in the shade, 
hundreds upon hundreds of families 
have beet burned out, some of the 
country residences destroyed being very 
costly structures. Many marvelous res- 
cues were made. One man in a farm 
wagon drove 169 persons from the fire 
circle and sure death, three miles away 
to a river, where they remained im- 
mereed with their mouths and noses 
above water only, until the terrific 
holacaust had passed over them. 

Scores of miles cf grain have been 
destroyed and great droves of sheep 
and cattle.

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HUPOR OF ENGLISH AND

XV.—HOLMES AND HIS CIRCLE. 


HEN we turn to that somewhat 

small group of authors who pro- 

daced what may fairly be called 
the American classics, we find on the 
whole a surprisingly small amount of 
wit and even of humor. The great 
creative period was the result of a 
mental and mora! revolution, and an 
intense earnestness, almost a solem- 
nity, that marks a great part of its 
literary product. Bryant is cold, clas- 
sical and perfect; Emerson is, first of 
all, a thinker and a reformer; Long- 
fellow is full of sympathy and human- 
ity, but he is never really humorous; 
Whittier, with his burning message 
and his loving studies of New England 
life, is a humorist only as every great, 
sympathetic, original observer of hu- 
man life is such; Thoreau often 
chuckles to himself as he walks through 
pasture and wood, but his books are 
not reprinted because of their humor. 
Aside from Irving, who really belonged 
to an earlier age, the real humorists 
of the group were Holmes, Lowell, 
Hawthorne and Mrs. Stowe. 

Holmes stands preéminent as the 
greatest of American wits; he is the 
Sdyney Smith of our literature. As 
Lowell declared in 1848, he 

“Is famous among you for wit— 
A Leyden jar always full charged, from 
which flit |

His “Autocrat” papers are an encyclo- 


pedia of epigrams, puns, proverbs, wis- 
dom and brilliant observations on every 


sentiment, of rare charac tion, of 
poetry and of pictures as sharp in 
Fiemis ntings. wou easy 
Holmes, another wit puns an 
repartee, another with comic touches 
and broad fun, and still another with 
pathos and true humor. In take 
these ¥ his books, and how 
much would re n? 
Holmes’s mind. was as ready and as 
electric as Sydney Smith's. He could 
never be surprised or worsted In retort. 
Even his puns are flashes of gentus: 
“He speaks of ‘the Macaulay flowers 
of literature.”

Height of the Ridiculous.” are full of 
unrestrained fun of burlesque and of 
parody.

Deacon's Masterpiece,” “How the Old 
Horse Won the Bet,” and “The Broom- 
stick Train.” 


Of pathos Holmes had a true mas- 
tery. He is never mawkish and over- 
sentimental, like Dickens: he is never 
morbid and introspective. He combined

Holmes is beyond doubt the greatest 
of American wits, Lowell is his only ri- 
val. Others have equaled and even surt- 
passed him in parts of the fleld—Saxe, 
for instance, him as a mas- 
etr of comic rhyme and of telling 
puns; but none covered so wide an 
area of brilliancy as he. Ag a humorist 
he is equaled only by Lowell, and sur- 
passed, perhaps, only by Irving. Com- 
bining all of his powers—wit, humor, 
satire, comedy—he doubtless has no 
master in American literature. His in- 
fluence is stamped not only upon the 
literature,sbut also upon the character 
of his e. In the words of John W. 
Chadwick: “It does not appear that 
any one else did so much as Dr. 
Holmes to change the social temper of 
New England; to make it less harsh 
end joyless, and to make easier for 
his fellow-countrymen the transition 
from old things to new.” 

At first thought it might seem that 
Hawthorne was no humorist. As one 
reads the somber pages of “The Scar- 
let Letter,” with their level gloom, 
their intensity, their minute study of 
@ great sin; or as one opens here and 
there among the short stories, with 
their cold allegory, their weirdness 
and mysticism, one might say surely 
there is no humor in this great, mel- 
ancholy, almost morbid, genius. Such 
a conclusion, however, comes only from 
@ superficial reading of Hawthorne. 
Humor, veiled and sly, is found every- 
where in his pages. Even in * fr. 
let Letter,” the most unrelieved of al 
his pictures of sin and its results, there 
is humor, even comedy, Says Anthony 
Trollope: ““Through all this intensity of 
suffering, through this blackness of 
narrative, there is ever running a vein 
of drollery. Hawthorne himself 
says, ‘a lively sense of the humorous 
again stole in among the solemn phan. 
toms of her (Hester's) thought.’ He is 
always laughing at something, with his 
weird, mocking spirit. ‘ Through 
it all there is a touch of burlesque, not 
as to the suffering of the sufferers, 
but as to the great question whether 
it signifies much in what way we suf- 
fer—whether by crushing sorrows or 
by little things. . 

His is not the humor that slaps its 
knee and roars; it is not the humor. 
which, in the words of Vedder, “first 
gives one a pain in the side and then, 
that tired feeling.” It is, says Julien 
Hawthorne, “not facetiousness or buf- 
foonery—a forced or imported bril- 
Hance—but innate humor, that plays 
about the subject like the lambent 
flames of an incandescent coal.” 

His humor often takes the form of 
a playful irony.

J. T. - 
bridge, in his novels . like “Coupon, 


“Bonds,” and in a few genuine lyrics | 


like “The Vagabonds,” has created hu- 
mor of real value; and Edward Everett 
Hale, especial in his earlier short 
stories like “My Double and How He 
Undid Me,” has produced a priceless 
store of rollicking, contagious fun, al- 
ways kindly and always optimistic. 

Of the younger group of classic 
writers, Howells, with his merry farces 
and Aldrich with his brilliant and witty 
short stories, may be regarded as the 
leading humorists, Such merry parlor 
comedies as Howells’s “Mouse P. 
“The Albany Depot” and “The Ele- 
vator,” are among the best things of 
ftheir kind to be found anywhere. They 
fairly sparkle with Wit and word play, 
and their revelations of the weak sides 
of human nature, together with their 
comic stiuations and ludicrous inci- 
dents, make them irresistibly amusing. 
It is impossible to do justice to t 
by short quotations. 

The most huméfous work of Aldrich 
is undoubtedly his ““Marjorie Daw. 
a creation that has taken a secure 
place among the few really great Amer- 
ican short stories. Exquisite finish and 
perfect art characterize every creation 
from the hand of this master workman. 
His humor consists in brilliant dia- 
logue, in unexpected effects tiled up to 
with rare skill, and in droll charac- 
terizations and irresistible situations. 
Wit and brilliant epigrams are every- 
where in his prose writings; even his 
works of travel are humorous creations. 

These are but the representative hu- 
morists of the at creative period. A 
whole series of papers would be re- 
quired to touch upon all who created 
really humorous work during the 
middle years of the century. We can 
deal only with the masters, with 
those truly original spirits who added 
new elegnents to our ntaional humor 
or who found new combinations for old 
forms and thus influenced widely their 
times ond their descendants.

IRRIGATING PLANT BURIED. 
BARBARA, Jan. 25.—[{Regu- 


the Goodwin-Adams irrigating plant is 
almost covered with sand. plant 
consists of a little more than 2000 feet 
of covered flumes and caissons sunk 
in the bed of the Bisquoc and Santa 
Maria rivers at their junction. During 
the last rains the flood waters from a 
large mountain territory poured in 
from two directions. The fall of these 
rivers, before reaching the junction, is 
from twenty to fifty feet to the mile, 
and the flood waters catry everything 
before them. In this way great quan- 
tities of sand are swept down to drift 


rs. 

The main stream, just below the 
junction, is nearly a mile wide. Across 
this the irrigating plant, including the 
caissons, disc flume and 
ing plant, exten No work will 
attermpted on the plant before the sum- 
mer season. as it is not damaged be- 
yond being covered. The practicability 
of the scheme is thus far proven, in 
that the ceissons are capable of with- 
etanding the winter floods. Thefe is

PARK EMPLOYEES NAMED. 

COMMISSIONERS’ HOT SESSION. 

At a stormy session -of the PF irk 
Commissioners yesterday forenoon 
there were named sixty-seven men who 
are to be employed in the parks of 
the city. Of this alsmber thirty-one 
are at present employed in the purk 
department, while thirty-six are new 
men. The slate had been made up 
prior to the meeting, and was put 
through by the four members of tbe 
commission, not including the Mayor. 
The latter asserted that he had not been 
honored by a copy of the list, and he 
made strong objection to the employ- 
ment of new men. he names were 
voted on by wards, and in almost 
every case the Mayor voted agaiust the 


amployment of new men and In favor 


of retaining the old employés. 

Incidental to his objection, the 
Mayor engaged in wordy squabbles 
with- Dr. Dickson, and some rather hot 
shots were exchanged between them. 

Mayor Snyder announced at the open- 
ing of the session that ft was a special 
meeting called for the purpose of con- 
sidering the question of labor in the 
parks. Commrissioner J. C. Cribb then 
presented the slate containing the 
sixty-seven names, moving that the 
men there named be employed in the 
parks after the first of February, and 
that all men now so employed, whose 
names were not on the list, be dis- 
charged at the same time. 

This was too sweeping for the Mayor. 
and the names were taken up by wards. 
On each motion the Mayor stated his 
objections, and on roll call voted for 
the old employés in place of the new 
ones. It was not business policy, he 
said, to discharge experienced men and 
take on those unacquainted with the 
business. He called the list a sinte, and 
said that the present instance was the 
first introduction of politics tInto the 
park department in six years. 

To this’Dr. Dickson retorted that the 
Mayor had introducef politics {nto his 
office in making appointments. 

“T am chairman of thie board and 
Mayor of this city,” persisted the 
Mayor, “and have not been allowed 
one man on this list. This is not fair.” 

“We have practically agreed upon 
the list,” sald Mr. Cribb, “and for the 
sake of peace and harmony, let it go 
throurch.” 

“I have my “rights,” aseerted the 
Mavor, “and shal! alwavs state them. 
I shall not vote for these new men.” 

Countiiman Walker of the Third 
Ward was at the meeting when the 
consideration of Third-Ward employés 
wes taken up, and he presented to the 
board the names of six men whom he 
wished employed if there were to be 
any vacancies, although he did not re- 
quest that any changes be made. His 
request was, however, promptly turned 
down by the four commissijpers, who 
voted for the two slate candiates, both 
of whom are new men. 

The appointment of one of the em- 
ployée, Fred Willams, caueted expres- 
sions of surprise after the me tinge. 
liams, during the iast administration. 
was a deputy in the Heslth Depart- 
ment, where he obtained a reputation 
for “soldterine”’ while on duty. 

The Fichth Ward was entirely ig- 
nored when the plums were distributed. 
This fact also brought forth the Mayg- 
or’s protest, and he stated\satirically 
that to live In such a ward wes a fin: 


that probably no one there needed work. 


Although he protested at the nomina- 
tions from each ward, the Mayor 444 
mot lose his temper until the Ninth 
Ward was reached. Then he said: 
“Well. put your slate through. I can't 
sten it.” 

Dr. Dickson took erception to this 
remark and after affirming that the 
list was not a slate, made occasion to 
rebuke the Mavor for “poor taste, lack 
ungentlemanly con- 
duct.” % 

“That Is what J said. It is a siate. 
and I will go on record assaying it,” 
ineteted Hise Hondr. 

“We heve dene the best we could,” 
retorted the physician. “This aspersion 
is not richt.

IMPORTANT MOTION DENIED. 

A motion was made by plaintiff yes- 
terday in the $60,000 libel suit begun 
by Maj. W. C. against Abe 
Haas and the other members of the 
far-famed Committee of Fifteen, the 
executive organization of the Commit- 
tee of Safety, to strike out certain par- 
agraphs of defendants’ answer on the 
ground that they were irrelevant and 
redundant.

Thom and 
wife against the Town of Santa Mon- 
ica, wherein plaintiffs are asking for 
an injunction to restrain the town 
from erecting a pumping plant in a 
park for the purpose of lifting sew-

The court holds that the right of 
way to build a sewer upon an ease- 
ment, even in a park, earries with it 
the right to bulld a pumping plant, 
but if such a plant would be a nuisance

Tf 
there is a bad odor, and the plaintiffs 
smell it, their own noses will be the 
ones to suffer, and none of the neigh- 
bors will in the least participate 
the suffering thus caused to 
tiffs. If the plaintiffs become sick and

Doctor of the Mojaves at Manvel Lost 
Three Patients and His Tribesmen 
Decided He Must Die—Tramps With

SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 25.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] The investiga- 
tion of the Coroner, who returned to- 
day from Maavel, on the desert, shows 
that Charley Smith, a half-breed Mo-

Two bullets from 
a revolver had entered his left temple, 
and a , bullet from a Winchester 
plowed its way through his right lung 
and right elbow. The man's skull was 
also crushed. 

Since the killing the Indians have 
scattered about the surrounding coun- 
try. A brother of the dead man went

On the exact pol- 
icy, steps and plan of attion, we are 
not clearly united. We must meet 
and agree fully on decisive plans. The 
whole saloon question is at stake.” 

The circhlar aleo announces that the 
meeting is private and that doors will 
be closed to all reporters or non-anti- 
saloon men. The circular was issued 
after a conference of the local commit- 
tees of the league held in this city. 

An enforcement committee has been 
organized in Santa Paula, whose ex- 
press purpose is to enforce there the 
county ordinance prohibiting the saloon 
business. About thirty-five promingnt 
residente have pledged themselves to 
support the committee.

A conference of the Chamber of Com- 
merce was held this evening, joy ae 
action relative to the reports con- 
tagious disease on board the Carlisle 
City was’ taken, inasmuch as ¢very 
assurance is given that the vessel will 
be allowed to come to the wharf and 
discharge her cargo.
